Administration 

1. The city of Briilla, Mltti a population of approximately 107#000 
was a Rumanian, Danublan harbor, center of the Bra 11a Raion and 
located within the region of Oalatl. Braila Included also the 
districts of Comorofea, Brallita, Nedelcu Qherea and Radu Negru, 
and was administered by the City People’s Council (Sfatul Popular 
Raional) located on I.V, Stalin^ a main artery of Braila. 

2. The City People’s CounoXl, with an unknowti ntonber of members. 

was operated th rough various section:^ | 

I Industrial, Commercial, Education, Culture, and 
Radio, Financial, Personnel, Judicial, Housing, Health, Fishing, 
and Civics. The Industrial Section controlled all plants, fac- 
tories, mills and other enterprises located within the city’s 
limits. Although the City People’s Council had the responsibility 
to control and organize all enterprises and Institutions, this 
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was actually done by the Party, which, through its City Co^lttee 
(Comitetul Orasenesc de Partid), controlled, appointed, and super 
vised all leading personnel of the enterprises. The City People's 
Council merely executed Party orders. 

Industry 

3. Although Braila was a Danublan harbor, it also was an industrial 
city. It was the home of a large manufacturing plant, called 
Uzinele Progresul, which employed approximately 12,000 workers 
and manufactured locomotives, fast gunboats, and parts for heavy 
industrial equipment. Production figures, output, bottlenecks or 
origin of raw materials of the Uzinele Progresul were unknown. 
However, this plant operated Siemens Martin ovens. Bralla also 
had two naval yards, a cement factory, at least two big lumber 
yards, a rice mill, a wire and nail factory, oil refineries, 

and candy manufacturing plants. 

Health and Sanitation 

4 . The City People’s Council of Bralla initiated a so-called health 
checking drive, sending out special medical crews that visited 
all enterprises and schools, making X-rays^ and giving shots to 
all workers and school pupils. The check was performed annually. 
Shots were given for typhoid fever and were mandatory. People 
who did not receive shots in the plants or enterprises were re- 
quired to get them at the medical centers of the districts in 
which they resided. Bralla had one civilian hospital and one poly- 
clinic besides the six medical district centers. Twelve phar- 
macies supplied the city of Bralla. For all workers employed 

in the production field, medical treatment and hospitalization 
were free of charge. Medication was free or given for a minimum 
fee. Self-employed people, or people in private employment, 
paid for medical treatments and hospitalization. Children, 
particularly Infants, were checked almost monthly, or at the 
parents' request. 

Security Control 

5. The security control of the city of Braila was exercised by the 
militia and the security forces. Braila had about eight militia 
sections (Clrcumscrlptil de mllitle) with headquarters located 
in the downtown section. The militia headquarters had several 
sections such as: Judicial, economic, traffic, records, vice 
bureaus, etc. Approximately 200 persons were employed within the 
Braila militia headquarters, while each militia section through- 
out the city employed up to ten people. One of the main Jobs of 
the militia was to combat economic sabotage, while the security 
forces (Securltatea) were engaged in uncovering so-called 
political sabotage activities. The Braila Security Headquartei^ 
controlled the city as well as the Ralon. A Security office 
existed in each villag e throughout the entire Bralla Ralon.

aj.one, reacnea ±pu. But this figure did not include the infor- 
iners or undercover agents, who existed in great numbers in all 
professions and walks of life. Braila was considered a border- 
crossing point (punct de frontiers) but only for ships. Security 
and customs checks of ships were performed not by border guard 
officials but by the harbor headquarters (Capitenia Portului) . 
Because of smuggling through Braila Harbor, security control was 
tightened. Braila. hovever, was not considered a border area, 

(zona de frontiers) and people traveling to the city were not 
required to possess a special permit.

(1) City People’s Council (Sfatul Popular Orasenesc) - an old 
three-story t brick, building measuring 20x13 meters, housing 
the following sections within the People's Council: Archi- 
teotural. Personnel, Education, Judicial, Commercial, Reg- 
istrar. Office of the Secretary, Financial, Radio (Radio- 
ficare). The entrance was from the Plata Sfintil Archangell, 
Point (32). The State Theatre of Bralla (Teatrul de Stat) 
was located on the se .ond floor of this building; entrance 
was from Republic 11 Street. 

(2) State Pharmacy Nr, 1 ( Parma c la de Stat No.i) - formerly 
called Parmacla Berechet. It was located on the m?ound 
floor of a three-story, brick building measuring 6x8 meters. 
Entrance to the pharmacy was from Republlcil Street. 

(3) Hotel and Restaurant - formerly Hotel Prancez. An old two- 

story, brick building measuring 10x6 meters. It was occu pied 
by Soviets,^, military and civilian. al- 

most every evening the .Soviets had parties. Entrance to 
this building was restricted to Soviet personnel and, from 
time to time, Rumanian guests.

(15) Bralla Streetcar Enterprise (Intreprlnderlle de Tramvale

employed in this building numbered 40. 

(16) Rumanian Revenue Office (Administratia Flnanciara) - 30 
persons were employed in this two-story, brick building 
measuring 12x6 meters. 

En- 
trance was through Strada Msire. [ 


(18) Soviet Warehouses - a complex of 19 one-story, brick build- 
ings, which occupied an area of 53x12 meters, well guarded 
by Soviet sentries. In these warehouses, formerly occupied 
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by the German army, were stored grain and other cereals to 
be exported to the USSR. 

Soviet Merchant Marine^Headquartero - a three-story, brick 
building msssurlug 10x6 meters. This unguarded building was 
formerly occupied by the German merchant marine. 

Building ~ a two-story, brick construction occupying an area 
of 20x10 meters. The Militia Bureau for Transportation 
(Biroul Hill tied de Transporturl ) was located in a 6x5 meter 
room on the ground floor while the Syndicate of Longshoremen

Located in a four-story, new concrete building, it occupied

(3^) City Polyclinic (Pollcllnica) - located in a four-story, new, 
concrete building occupying an area of 20x10 meters, it em- 
ployed 100 workers,

entrance on I.V* Stalin Boulevard, it occupied sn of 

15x10 meters and was well guarded.

quarters for Braila. 

(40) Post Office (Poata Veche) - located in an old, one-story 
building that occupied an area of 15x10 meters. 

(41) Braila Militia Headquarters ( Comandamentul Militiei) - an 
old, two-Btory» brick building on I.V. Stalin Boulevaznl, oc- 
cupying an area of l8xl2 meters. An unidentified militia 
major was in command of around 200 persons employed here. 

(42) Militia Documents Control Section (Evidenta populatlel) - lo- 
cated in an old brick building. This was the militia section 
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'that issued all ID cards to the population and recorded all 
vital statistics* 

(43) Courthouse (Trlbunalul Rural) - a two-story building that oc- 
cupied an area of 15x10 meters. 

(44) Ralon*s People's Council - an old two-story, brick building 
with entrance on I.V, Stalin Boulevard, occupying an area of 
25x20 meters. This building formerly housed a courthouse. 

(45) Fire Brigade - an old one-story, brick building occupying an 
area of 20x15 meters. This fire brigade was composed of 40 
people, out of which 30 were draftees. 

(46) Power Plant - an old one-story, brick building occupying an 
area of 10x10 meters with entrance on I.V. Stalin Boulevard. 

(47) Piour Mill - formerly called "Violates”, situated on the Dan- 
ube shore, it was one of the biggest flour mills in Rximanla.

(48) Un ident 1 1 led Building - an old two-story, brick construction 
occupied by Soviet artillery troops. Well guarded, it oc- 
cupied an area of 12x8 meters.
